UNSCRAMBLING THE RAILROADS. 

The war should have taught us, if it taught us 
nothing else, to think of the railroads in terms of 
the national interest. Before the war it was the | 
habit not ohly to discuss the railroads but to draft 
railroad legislation in terms of this or that private 
interest. Shippers, consumers, security holders, 
and politicians were all seeking some special 
advantage, and for the most part were working 


at cross purposes. 

The railroads suffered in consequence. While 
stock manipulators and to a lesser degree rail- 
way executives were responsible for grave wrongs, 
other elements in the community were no less 
culpable for the condition in which the railroads 
fdund themselves at the outbreak of the war. The 


public generally and the shippers in particular 
must be blamed for the heavy hand which the 
interstate: commerce commission lald upon the 
raidroads, 
It is te be hoped we have learned what a vital 
and necessary function the railroads perform in 
our national existence. If we have learned that, 
congress can consider the present problem with 
the sole object in view of providing this country 
with the best possible transportation service. It 
wil no longer be necessary to proceed on the 
principle of first propitiating the special interests. 
We realize it will not be a simple matter to 
arrive at a solution. It will require the highest 
type of statesmanship to put the railroads on an 
efficient, self-sustaining basis. Senator Cummins, 
who has a special knowledge of railroad problems, 
seems to be approaching the problem with intel- 
ligence and good judgment, He does not believe 
in government ownership, and he does not believe 
‘the government should indefinitely be called upon. 
to make good railroad deficits. Senator Cummins’ 
plan has not yet been sufficiently outlined to admit 


he proposes to ask the committee on interstate 
commerce to take up railroad legislation at the 
earliest possible moment and to hold continuous 
sessions until it is disposed of. The present rail-

INDIA AND EGYPT UNEASY. 

While the cable dispatches have announced trou- 
ble in India and Egypt, the London Weekly Times 
just arriving gives rather a more frankly serious 
picture of conditions. We read of “ grave riots in 
India and of wild scenes at Cairo“ in April. 
“The viceroy reports that grave disorders have 
breken out in various parts of India.” At first 
trouble was apprehended on April 6, which had 
been announced as a day of “humiliation and 
prayer” in protest by a radical society against 
Meetings were held on that 
day, but it was not until four or five days later 
that rioting broke out, principally in the Punjab 
and Bombay. At Amritsar they burned the town 
hall and a bank and wretked the telégraph office 
and a warehouse. Three Europeans were killed 
and 300 troops were sent. Ahmedebad city was 
burned by.a mob, etc. os 
But the situation has quieted. Certain arrests 
were. made. Troops were put promptly where 
needed. As the rioting seems to have been fo- 
mented by agitators who misreported the character, 
of the legislation to the more ignorant it has not 
developed. 

. The Egyptian situation was definitely nation- 
alistic. A decision of Gen. Allenby’s to release 
Zaghbul and three other nationalist pashas was 
interpreted as proof that the peace conference had 
inclined favorably toward the independence move- 
ment and would force England out of Egypt. A 
great celebration was held and “ there were numer- 
ous collisions with the military,” involving the se- 
rious wounding of one iffutenant colonel and the 
beating to death of two soldiers. A few days later 
it was officially announced that during four days 
im Cairo eight Britisn soldiers had been murdered 
and four officers and fifteen men wounded in mur- 
derous attacks. Work was stopped at the gov- 
ernment. offices and railways and telephones were 
tampered with. On April 17 a railway strike was 
still in force.

THOUGHTS OF THE SMALL 


TOWN HEALTH OFFICER. 
T the twenty-sixth annual meet- 
ing of an association that is in 
effect a state health officers’ 
school I had a to learn 

what health officers of towns of less than 
5,000 do and how they do it. None 
of them are whole time men. In the 
main they make their living in other 
ways, giving the. welfare of the com- 
munity the amount of their, time that 
it pays for. 


One told of how his town got cleaned 
up in the spring. The mayor directed 
the citizens to clean up their houses 
and lots, to pile up the trash near the 
street and then to telephone him. He 
would then send the city wagons to 
haul it away. He put on several extra 
wagons for the purpose. There was 
not much use if asking people to clean 
up unless the town hauled the refuse 
away. Not many people now keep 
teams. 

Another man proposed that files be 
accepted as the standard of dirtiness. 
If flies abounded on premises the health 
officer could be certain that the gar- 
bage can was dirty or that there was 
a dirty pig pen on the premises or that 
there was a pile of manure or all three. 
One speaker said a pig pen was neces- 
sarily dirty. Another disagreed. He 
said that pig pens should be made with 
cement and if they were they .could 
be kept free from flies. In fact, a 
dirty pig pen invited cholera. In the 
long run, on account of cholera, there 
was no money in keeping hogs in dirty 
pens.

centered on the manure pile; unless 
manure was hauled away oftener than 
once a week it was certain to breed 
flies. Flies would not breed in manure 
that had been scattered and permitted 
to sun and dry. Piling manure and fer- 
menting it would not prevent fly breed- 
ing, unless a man was experienced in 
that method of preventing fly breeding. 

One man thought the garbage prob- 
lem was the most important one. He 
advised having a swill barrel with a 
strainer on top. Garbage was thrown 
on this and left to drain. "When it had 
drained thoroughly the solids were 
wrapped in paper and burned. The slop 
was hauled away and emptied into a 
stream. The barrel should stand in the 
sun. It should be screened against flies.

Herbert George Wells was born in 
Bromley, Kent, England, on Sept. 21, 
1866, the son of Joseph Wells, a pro- 
fessional cricketer. In his early youth 


he was forced by the poverty of his fam- 
ily to leave school and go to work in a 
shop, “as a counter jumper,” he says.

BRUSHERS” [Appletons], con- 
trived a dramatic anti-bolshevist 
Story and has done it with his accus- 
tomed zest and vigor. The story is 
made of common material handled in 
an uncommon way. It begins with an 
advertisement in a matrimonial paper, 
in which two hall bedroom girls in the 
city and two desperately lonely bache- 
lors in Montaha play their parts. But 
genuine pathos, sympathy, and humor 
are brought to bear upon the situation 
until the reader finds himself absorbed 


One of the girls has, before going 
west, a bolshevik, pro-German lover, 
who turns up in the west as one of the 
leaders of an I. W. W. gang, who not 
only burn homes, crops, and stock, but 
who destroy a vast government enter- 
prise in the form of a dam, the exist- 
ence of which was necessary to the de- 
velopment of the country. The girl), 
involved in the bolshevist love affair, 
however, is the secondary heroine. The 
heroine on whom the attention is to be 
focused is a girl of refinement and cul- 
ture, forced by unexpected poverty and 
the death of her brother in the war, to 
earn her own living with the handicap 
of failing eyesight. 

It is only when starvation stares her 
in the face that she consents to go west 
to play the useful part of wife to a 
pioneer. On the way across the conti- 
nent her eyes fail her entirely and she 
arrives at her destination a blind wom- 
an. She therefore does not see that 
the man who comes to meet her is mid- 
dle aged, unclean, broken spirited, and 
generally below par. However, he has 
chivalry and compassion, and the girl 
never suspects the truth about him. He 
dies defending the dam against the 
bolshevists, and she, her eyesight re- 
stored, is left to meet with new adven- 
tures and happiness.

about as little as it is possible for chil- 
dren to miss their parents—all save 
one, the youngest girl, who runs away 
from school to join him. As he is in 
hiding and not at Nauheim, there are 
stirring incidents; particularly, as the 
war has just broken out. 

This is not the place to tell the story. 
Let it suffice that the reader is intro- 
duced to several strata of society, that 
he finds the heroic’ in unexpected 
places and weakness where he would 
least look for it; some quite bad peo- 
ple turn out to have more than a 
leaven of goodness, and some good 
ones are eventually redeemed by a 
touch of naughtiness. Miss Mordaunt 
can be penetrating and emphatic as 
well as delicate and sympathetic; she 
often is humorous, sometimes robustly 
so. The book is indeed of variable 
moods, but never by any chance is it 
sentimental. It is possible to recom- 
mend it sincerely to lovers of good fic- 
tion.
